2. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 1 , wherem the stabilizer is 
provides a taper, 

3. (Original) The container of Claim 1, wherein the stabilizer is at least one 
extendible member. 

4. (Original) The container of Claim 1 , wherein an outer surfece of the inner 
housing is substantially a circular cylinder. 

5. (Original) The container of Claim 1, wherein the inner housing and the outer 
sleeve are concentric. 

6. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 2, wherein the taper of the 
outer sleeve norrowo toward tho olosod end of iho inner houfsing nrovides a taper. 
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7. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 2, wherein the taper of the 
stabilizer includes a periphery is sized oround its periph e ry to accommodate a sliding 
fflteraction with an inner periphery of an automobile cup holder. 

8. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 2, wherein the taper of the 
stabilizer is curved. 

9. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 1 , wherein the outer sleeve is 
mo%^ably affixed te mnfinaj; the inner housing via friction. 

10. (Original) The container of Claim 1, fiulher comprising a mechanism for 
maintaining a position of the outer sleeve with respect to the inn^ housing. 

11. (Original) The container of Claim 10, wherein the mechanism is a ratchet. 

1 2. (Original) The container of Claim 1 0, wherein the mechanism includes a thread. 

13. (Original) The container of Claim 10, wherein the mechanism is spring loaded. 

14. (Chnrently amended) The container of Claim 3, wherein the at least one 
extendable member is movably affixed to the outer sleev e, and in which th e inner housing 
provides an open end, a closed end, and a side wall disposed th erebetween, 

15. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 14, wherein the at least one 
extOTdable member extends away from the irmer housing as the outer sleeve moves toward 
the botto at closed end of the inner housing, and 

wherein the at least one extendable member retracts toward the inner housing as the 
outer sleeve moves toward the ^ open end of the inner housing. 
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16. (Original) The container of Claim 3, further comprising a depresssible member 
for extending the at least one extendible member. 

17. (Original) The container of Claim 3, further comprising a slidable mechanism 
for extending the at least one extendible member. 

18. (Original) The container of Claim 3, further comprising a rotatable mechanism 
for extending the at least one extendible member. 

19. (Original) The container of Claim 1, further comprising a lid removably 
af&xable to the inner housing. 

20. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 1 , wherein the iBBfte? outer sleeve 
includes multiple spaced walls. 

21. (Currently amended) The container of Claim 1, wherein the e^rt^Ftel housing 
includes multiple spaced walls. 

22. (Original) The container of Claim 1, further comprising a light source for 
illuminating the outer sleeve. 

23. (Original) The container of Claim 1, further comprising a light source for 
illuminating the inner housing. 

24. (Original) The container of Claim 3, fuither comprising a light source for 
illuminating the at least one extendable member. 

25. (Original) The container of Claim 19, further comprising a light source for 
illuminating the lid.

and an outer sleeve, the inner housing having an interior and having a top and a bottom, the 
outer sleeve having a stabilizer, wherein the outer sleeve is movably affixed to and 
surrounds a portion of the inner housing, and wherein the outer sleeve is movable about a 
length of the inner housing; and 

adjuisting the position of the outer sleeve with respect to the inner housing such that 
the stabilizer makes contact with the cup holder. 

30. (Withdrawn) The method of Claim 29, wh^ein the stabilizer is a taper. 

(Withdrawn) The method of Claim 29, wherein the stabilizer is at least one 
extendible member adjacent the outer sleeve.
